An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning,  due  to  Clostridium  \7elchi,  occurred 
at  a boarding  school  in  December,  affecting  52  of  the  pupils  and  staff. 
Fortunately  the  symptoms  were  mild  and  most  of  the  victims  had  recovered 
within  24  ho\ars.  The  outbreak  was  almost  certainly  due  to  re-heated  stew, 
prepared  the  previo\;is  evening  and  kept  at  room  temperature  until  subsequently 
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re-heated  "before  serving  the  following  lunch  time. 

Many  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  are  due  to  the  consimoption  of 
re-heated  foods,  which  are  "best  avoided  altogether  "but  if  this  is  not 
possible,  the  food  should  be  rapidly  cooled  and  kept  below  50°F.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FUBUC  HEmH  HBPECTOR 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1963 

To  the  (Taairman  and  Members  of  the  Bradford  on  Avon  Urban  District  Council 
Mr,  Qiairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  report  for  1963. 

This  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  Tory  Preservation  Scheme, 

Phase  I,  which  was  officially  opened  by  the  Earl  of  Euston  on  26th 
June,  and  this  was  quickly  followed  by  the  prepanation  of  a further 
scheme  for  Nos.  8-l6  Middle  Rank.  In  addition,  the  Council  agreed  to 
the  preparation  of  a Re-development  plan  for  the  St,  Margaret’s  Hill 
irea,  to  primarily  include  a second  block  of  Old  People's  Flats,  and 
this  was  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Phase  II  of  the  Tro'^d^ridge  Road  Council  house  site  was  completed 
late  in  April,  but  due  to  an  unavoidable  delay,  work  was  not  started  on 
Phase  III  until  October,  Houses  biailt  by  private  enterprise  show  a 
marked  increase  on  previous  years,  and  judging  by  the  number  of 
applications  for  private  development  already  approved  or  under 
consideration,  this  trend  is  likely  to  continue. 

Once  again  it  is  a good  thing  to  report  that  no  legal  action  was 
necessary  \inder  any  of  the  Public  Health  enactments,  satisfactory  results 
always  having  been  obtained  where  necessary,  as  a result  of  consiiltation 
and  co-operation. 

Finally,  I wo-uld  like  to  express  appreciation  of  the  support 
I have  received  during  the  year  from  both  members  and  staff  of  the 
Council.

Refuse  Disposal 


Tipping  continued  in  the  same  eirea  as  before  under  the 
very  able  control  of  the  Tip  Attendant,  Mr,  York,  vdiom  I mxist  yet  again 
congratulate  for  the  v^ray  in  v;hich  he  maintains  the  Tip  and  approach  road, 
iinder  all  weather  conditions.  Some  regrading  of  the  Tii^  banks  adjacent 
to  the  river,  was  carried  out  dinring  the  year,  at  a cost  of  £l60, 
principally  to  old  areas  where  slipping  had  occxori-ed  due  to  settlement 
and  flood  erosion. 


The  above  Cleansing  Services,  together  with  Street 
Cleansing,  were  examined  by  the  Iviinister's  Public 
Cleansing  Inspector  on  27th  August.  He  expressed 
complete  satisfaction  with  the  arrangements. 

SALVAGE 

5 tons  10  cwts.  3 qrs.  of  baled  waste  paper  and 
fibreboard  were  dispatched  to  the  Board  Mills  dirring  the  year.  It 
is  apparent  that  mechanical  baling  will  have  to  be  considered,  if 
output  is  to  be  increased,  and  a report  dealing  with  this  was  under 
consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year-. 

SEIYAGE  DISPOSAL 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  work  was  well  advanced  on  the 
Sewage  Works  Re-construction  and  it  is  anticipated  it  will  be  f\illy 
operational  about  the  middle  of  I96A. 

There  were  no  Effluent  Reports  during  I963.

The  principle  use  was  again  by  children,  both  in  tem 
imder  school  supervision,  and  during  holiday  periods.  A new  Attendant 
was  appointed  before  the  Baths  were  opened,  and  I am  pleased  to  report 
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he  proved  very  satisfactory  for  "both  maintenance  and  supervision. 

For  the  first  time,  break  point  chlorination  wsls  used  and  proved 
very  successful  both  bacteriologically  and  in  ir^jroving  the  appearance 
of  the  water.  Twice  daily  chlorine  and  pH  readings  were  recorded 
to  ensure  the  sterility  of  the  water.  Three  check  samples  taken 
during  the  year  were  all  satisfactory, 

HOUSING 

Y/ith  the  completion  of  Travbridge  Road,  Phase  II, 
atnd  the  Tory  preservation,  the  Covincil’s  total  stock  of  dwellings 
rose  to  613,  with  a f\jrther  35  of  Phase  III  under  construction. 
Improvements  to  pre-war  units  were  continued  by  the  provision  of 
roof  insulation  to  some,  and  a progressive  programme  of  electrical 
re-wiring  to  modern  schedule  requirements.  A report  on  future 
reqmrements  confirmed  the  need  for  a more  balanced  stock  of  dwellings 
by  bmlding  additional  one  and  two  bedroomed  units,  A revised  layout 
for  the  development  of  land  at  the  rear  of  Tory  was  approved,  to  provide 
blocks  of  garages  for  that  area  together  with  approximately  26  building 
plots ,

Yifith  the  growth  of  estate  development,  the  member  of 
manholes  in  the  sewer  system  increased  to  263.  The  Spring  treatment 
was  carried  out  using  impregnated  whole  wheat  grains  and  seems  to 
have  "been  very  effective,  the  29  "teLkes"  then  obtained  being  reduced 
to  13  in  the  Autumn. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POUUTION 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  a number  of  complaints 
were  received  of  atmospheric  pollution  - all  regarding  the  same  soijrce. 
The  nuisance  was  not  one  of  smoke,  but  of  fine  rubber  dust  and  fumes 
emitted  fx'om  a centrally  situated  factory,  and  investigation  revealed 
it  to  have  arisen  as  a result  of  a considerable  increase  in  output  of 
the  tyre  re-treading  section.  The  management  were  most  co-operative, 
ajid  by  the  end  of  the  year  proposals  had  been  agreed  which  it  v/as 
hoped  would  eliminate  the  nuisance.
